This pamphlet is one of a scries prepared under the auspices 
of the Freedom Agenda. Committee' foif the. assistance of local 
Freedom Agenda Projects in their study of individual liberty. 
It is intended to present the reader with an accurate picture of 
the long struggle for freedom of expression from the ancient 
world to our own time, in such, a manner, as to make clear the 
profound advantages of free speech and a free press for our 
American system of individual liberty: The point of view ex- 
pressed in the pamphlet is that of the author and not necessarily 
that of any of the sponsors of the Freedom Agenda Program. 

Zechariah Chafee, Jr:, the author, enjoys a position of dis- 
tinguished eminence as a great legal scholar and champion of 
American constitutional liberty. A descendant of early New Eng- 
land settlers, including Roger Williams, he was born in Provi- 
dence. Rhode Island, on December 7. 1885. Professor Chafee was 
educated at University Grammar* School. Hope Street High 
School, Brown University, and (after three yean in manufac-: 
turing) at Harvard Law School. He then practiced law in Provi- 
dence for three years: and he has subsequently been a consultant 
in several litigations on commercial and technical questions 
besides working on briefs in four Supreme Court cases on civil 
liberties as a friend of the Court, presenting the interest of the 
public In 1916 he returned to Harvard Law School as Assistant 
Professor, and was a Professor of Law from 1919 to 1950, teach- 
ing mainly Equity. Negotiable Instruments, and Trade-marks. 
In 1950 he was appointed one of six University Professors, who 
may teach in any Harvard Department they wish. He has since 
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done part of his teaching in undergraduate courses in Fundi- 
mental Human 'Rights and the Legal Protection of Literature. 
Art, and Music. . . - 

Among Professor Chafee's books are several on Equity and 
Negotiable Instruments; F reedom, of Speck. (1920) revised as 
Free Speech in the United States (1941); Government and Mass 
Communications (1947): Documents on Fundamental Human 
Rights (1951-52); How Human Rights Got Into the Constitution, 
(1952). He was the draftsman of the Federal Interpleader Act 
of 1956. under which courts have expeditiously settled hundreds 
of disputes between citizens of different, states. For many yean 
be has been a director of B.I.F. Industries, int., in Providence, 
which, makes measuring, controlling and mixing devices for 
water, oil, and other fluids. 

Professor Chafec served from 1929 to 1951 on a comm.ttee set 
up by the Wickcrsham Commission which reported on the "third 
degTCC" and other lawless enforcement of law, and from 1915 to 
1947 on the Commission on Freedom of the Press, whose con. 
elusions were, published, in. A Free and Responsible Press. In 
1917 and 1948 be worked for the. United Nations as a member, 
of its Sub-Ccmimission on Freedom of. Information and of the 
Press. In March 1918 fie was one of five delegates from the United 
• States government to the. United Nations World Conference on 
. Freedom of Information at Geneva. In 1952 the American Jewish 
Congress gave him the; Stephen A- Wise award for civil liberties.

The broad question of the League's position in.- the political - life of , this country 
today is one demanding sober consideration, by all of us.- It i3 a subject on. which 
we have had many thoughtful letters from you. .It is one which is always a part 
of every national Board discussion. , I would like to shore with you a few of the 
ideas which seems to be of particular value at this Juncture.; 

The League of Women. Voters' has alvays been, a forward-looking organization, and it 
has been, an action organization. We are proud of the. vigor with which, early' 
League members shouldered big, controversial issues and carried them through to 
successful conclusions. Our predecessors were; not diverted from their support of 
the child, labor amendment, the maternal and child health program, .and social se- 
curity' because of strong opposition.;. 

The League is also a. growing organization. As our membership increases, and our 
budgets permit greater League activity')- we/become more, effective in. more, communi- 
ties throughout the. country'.; Those who are on the other side of the issues in. 
which we are interested evidently" conclude thotwe are a force to be. reckoned 
with. Occasionally, some- of them resort to attack; by innuendo and misrepresenta- 
tion. Some who oppose the Reciprocal Trade, program label us as purveyors of 
"packaged, thinking; " some who oppose, the slum clearance and. low-rent public hous- 
ing program declare, that -we. are. being led into socialism.; 

Legal action on our part in such situations would not seem fruitful. Likewise', to 
deny" such accusations .in the public press serves only' to keep the charges circula- 
ting and play into the hands of the people who wish to discredit us. We Know of 
no solution-other than to identify' the source of the attack, clarify our position ,- 
and continue to stress our democratic program-making process.; It Is. important to 
get. an. ever-widening public understanding of the procedures the League uses in. 
arriving at a position.- ' 

"it is well known that the Communist. party seeks to Infiltrate labor, consumer, 
?eligIous, minority and other citizen groups .; It would be naive < on our part not 
to assume that attempts might be made to, place. Communists in. the League of Women. 
Voters. Fortunately,, Communist influence has never been and is not now a "problen 
in the League of Women Voters. Our Local Leaders Handbook, has -for some, years.con- 
'tainsd the following paragraph: 

*In encouraging members to ;> work' in. the party of their .choice, the. 
League does not include -the Communist Party, because a prerequisite 
for membership in the League' is subscribing. to its policy" and. pur- 
pose.; This policy' and purpose ore- in conflict with those of the 
Communist Party."

How should ve deal with a problem of Ccraunist infiltration, should it develop? 
Our .membership is open to all women who subscribe to our purpose and policy. 
tfe,vill;not want to resort to "screenings" or "loyalty oaths" or other privately 
conducted investigations* Rather we nust work: constantly to strengthen the demo- 
cratic features of our organization -structure: to be sure that our By-lavs are. 
in order and to adhere, to then; to to^thoroughly grounded in parliamentary pro- 
cedure and the handling of agendas; to select our Nominating Ccomittee with care;; 
to prcaote. increased membership attendance and participation, and to keep the. 
organization. responsive to the majority of -the nenbership. Where there is an. 
active, informed. League nenbership there will never be control by extremist 
groups. 

.The League :is a closely-knit organization with frequent visiting and corres- 
pondence between local, state and national bodies. This is a safeguard in that 
no segment is isolated and out of touch with the whole body. It also means that 
what, happens in one League travels through public channels of communication and 
reflects light or shadow on all Leagues. In the last analysis, we are protected 
by the fact 'that the national. By -lavs provide the authority for withdrawing 
recognition from a local League for recurrent failure -to conform" -to the adopted* 
standards, as for example, failure to show progressive effectiveness in carry- 
ing out the purpose of the League of Wcmen Voters of the United States* 

We inthe League are in politics; We have chosen to be there because we realize 
that what happens in government affects everyone of us everyday in our lives. 
But it. is not always the most comfortable place to be. .As we go about our work 
we are subject to attacks from, right and left: from those who understandably 
want to. protect their own interests; from those who resist change;, frcd those who 
disagree with us as a: matter of principle; and from those who would. pervert our 
purpose to promote their own ends. 

Our answer can only be: a program chosen by the membership; leadership respon- 
sible to f. the - membership; increased community understanding of the purpose, poli- 
cies and procedures of the League of Women. Voters; clear heads? good sense, 
confidence. and courage on the part of all of us.

the; hysteria in America today, nbre than one-half of the hospital beds are 
allot ed to nental patients: and that America is be coning known as a nation of 
insane people where nobody recognizes the nprcfctl. He also stated that 75 
per cent of the Anerican people have scae kind of a nervous' disorder and that 
the aanufacture and sale of barbituates has increased nariy fold in the past 
10 years.

The Information made available by the informant was 
reportedly in the possession of SAMUEL HARRY KASINOWITZ, aka. 
HARRY DANIELS, whom informant has described as being in charge of 
the Los Angeles County Communist Party (LACCP) apparatus known 
as "l£" Which has the responsibility for the day to day mass 
influence of the LACCP.

The information set out below consists of brief 
handwritten notations made on a small pad and apparently pertains 
to LACCP registration figures for the years 1951 through April, 
1954, and a percentage or a numerical breakdown of the membership 
as to national origin, years in the CP, occupations, and Infiltrated 
organizations comparing the years 1953 and 195**.. This material 
contains numerous abbreviations and the writer's interpretation 
will parenthetically follow each, abbreviation.; 

Pages 213 and 214 contain the following notations which 
appeared to be a. percentage comparison for the years 1953 and 
195^ of the LACCP as to national origin, race, and broad 
occupational categories. In certain instances, a number in.

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HOW TO THE LEFT 
• IS THE LEAGUE 



IN 1949, following upon my open 'opposition" to the 
Henry \Vallacc-snpportirig associates of t ha college 
;ht which I then taught, I was systematically de- 
famed and harassed, not only by loft-wing professors 
and students on the campus, but also by several out* 
side forces. On April 6, an anti-Coirimunist high 
school forum which I had guided since before World 
War II, and at which Louis Francis Undent warf 
scheduled to speak, was challenged from the floor hy 
a student >vho later admitted to having acted accord- 
ing to instructions from the Communist youth front. 

In the fall of 1949, when college opened, a whis- 
pering campaign against mc was highlighted by tele- 
phonic threats relative to my anti-Communist plat- 
form appearances, and by letters which suggested pos- 
sible law suits. On September 24, I received two such 
letters. One was from Eiscnberg and Spiccr, a New- 
ark, N. J,, law firm representing a Newark high. school 
teacher whose Communist line, pro- Wallace editorials 
in the publication of 
the' Teachers Union 

I had publicly criti- ■ - — " ■ ■ ; 

cized. The other was 
from one Mrs, Grace 
L. Hopki n s, presi- 
dent ; League of 
Women Voters of 
New Jersey, protest- 
ing a remark I had 
made in a speech at 
the Glen Ridge Wom- 
en's Club, on Febru- 
ary 1, 1949, 
^ On the latter occa- 
sion, I had quoted 

William '. t OI If f ord „ _ 

Holmes, cx-Commu- 
nist official of the 

Communist Party of New Jersey, to the eifect that 
.the Communists had systematically infiltrated various 
"respectable*' citizens' organizations, including the 
League of Women Voters, None of the. threats, in- 
cluding one from the lawyers of Joseph Fcls Barnes, 
who subsequently was identified as a Communist in 
the McCarran hearings on the IPR, led to court 
battles, 1 dismissed all such correspondence as the 
usual intimidation of the left-wing clique. 

T WAS REMINDED of my correspondence, with the 
League of Women Voters when recently I saw the 
copy of a letter from the president of the Ix?aguc of 
Women Voters of the United States to my patriotic 
and esteemed colleague,- Drt William K. Warner, of 
Ohio State University. In this letter, dated April 
22, 1954, President Percy Maxim Leo protested an 
alleged remark by Dr. Warner regarding infiltration 
of a voters' group, "Wo trust," the' letter concluded, 
"that calling this matter to your attention will be 
sufficient to prevent aliy recurrence which would make 
it necessary for' us to turn the problem over to our 
attorneys for appropriate* action." 

Now it Is a proven fact that organizations consid- 
erably more conservative than the. I/jaguS of Women 
Voters have on occasion been infiltrated by Commu- 
nists. There aro few, if any, groups which crypto- 
Communists do not try to infiltrate and turn into 
weapons of subversion. Why did the League '.of 
Women Voters of New Jersey attack mo at the same 
time at which cchoists of the Kremlin's Party line 
tried to discredit and destroy me? Considering 'that 
I had not even been inimical to the" League, why did 
the president of the New Jersey League not ask me 
to assist her in checking the statement of the Com- 
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munist ex-official? How far to the left is the League 
of Women Voters? 

As a matter of record, the League, of Women Voters 
of the United States was organized in St." Louis, in 
February, 1919, as an auxiliary of the National Amer- 
ican Suffrage Association. Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, 
president of said association from 1915 to her death 
at the age of 88, in 1947, conceived the Idea of the 
League: " 

A VETERAN pacifist and internationalist, Mrs. Catt 
throughout the years was an easy target of those 
who use our gullible "liberals" as fronts for the Com- 
munist causes. During the -/Spanish. Civil. War, in the 
1930's. she 1 sponsored the Coordinating Committee to 
Lift tW Embargo, "one* of the numerous Communist- 
front enterprises which were organized around the 
Communists' agitation over the Spanish civil war." 
(Special Committee on Un-American Activities, 

House of Rcprcsenta- 
- - • tives, 78th Congress, 

. 2nd Session, on H» 

Res. 282.) Signing a 
petition, '.'Lift the 
Embargo Now," which 
appeared in the New 
York Times of Janu- 
ary 31, 1939, Mrs, 
Catt found herself in 
the company of such 
old-timers of the pro- 
Communist causes as 
Marc Blttzstcin, -Rock- 
well Kent, Emit Leng- 
ycl. and others. The 
' — DailjfW&lcer of Feb- 
ruary 10, 1944, page 
3, listed her as spon- 
soring the Committee 'of Women of the National 
Council of Amcrican-Sovict Friendship, in sending 
recorded messages to Women of the Soviet Union, ex- 
posed by Walter S. Steele before' a Congressional 
committee in 1947 as a Communist front. She also 
joined another Communist front in petitioning in be- 
half of Harry Bridges in 1942. 

Jane Addams, world famous' pacifist who has been' 
prominent in the Jiistory of the League of Women 
Voters, was on the Advisory Roard of Russian Recon- 
struction Farms, cited as a Communist enterprise 
which was directed by narold Ware, son of the in- 
famous Communist, Mother Bloor, and the organizer 
of the first Communist spy cell in our Government. 
She/ was one of the key agitators for recognition of 
Russia in 1933. 

Emily Newell JLllair, another League of Women 
Voters stalwart, sponsored the 1 League of Women 
Shoppers, "an organization which this committee 
found to be a Communist-controlled front by indis- 
putable documentary evidence obtained from the files 
of the Communist Party in Philadelphia.^. (Special 
Committee on Un-American Activities, Report, March 
29, 1944, page 121.) She was also act ivo in the "Span- 
ish Refugee" groups in 1939 and and was* chairman 
of the; Consumers Federation of District of Columbia 
in 1938. 

Julia Clifford Lathrop, outstanding figure in the 
League of Women Voters, served on the advisory 
council of the American Society for Cultural Rela- 
tions, with Russia. Mrs, nenry Goddard Leach, idol 
of the Loagne of Women Voters, publicly appealed in 
behalf of the Soviet Russian people before we were 
actively involved in World- War II, and she was direc-

committee, a pressure group' for such 
socialistic measures, as Federal aid 
to education, has Maintained inti- 
mate contacts "with certain depart- 
ments and agencies ot our Gov't, 
in the past. : -Innumerable' of the 
collect! viatic and ' internationalist 
measures of the Government, through 
this committee, have been "ex- 
plained" to the, women of the Nation. 
Of course, the League of Women 
Voters -has, it appears, closely cooperated 
with Program Information Exchange, that 
huge clearing center for thoughts which 
has claimed to reach 56 million people. 
The League itself,- like other militant left- 
wing groups, Is comparatively small. (The 
May, 1953, issue of The National Voter 
reports that the 'locate* grew from 824 to 
917 during the past year, and membership 
increased by IbfiQO, bringing the. total to 
IZtfXO). But it is through Program In- 
formation Exchange, headed, by the old 
Socialist and Communist fronter, until re- 
cently director oi the Twentieth Century 
Fund, Evans Clark, that small outfits like- 
the League of Women Voters, the Foreign 
Policy Association, and CIO's Political Ac- 
tion Committee arc said to have duped the 
most conservative groups and individuals, 
and have disseminated collectivijtic ideas 
of the welfare state- 
In all such organizations of the left, it 
Ss usually an incredibly small group cof offi- 
cers that suggests, promotes and enforces 
policies. The platform of the League of 
Women Voters, evident from information 
reaching this writer, is not a crystallization 
of grass, roots aspirations; it appears that 
it i* conducted at top level, in cooperation 
with officials of- other members of the 
Women's Joint Congressional Committee, 
such as the American Association of Uni- 
versity Women, the Young Women's 
Christian Association, the National Coun- 
cil of Jewish Women, and the National 
Association of Business and Professional 
Women's Clubs. 

It might take many' volumes to docu- 
ment' how the* League of Women Voters,- 
from local issues as the Scarsdale, N. Y-, 
controversy on Communist infiltration of 
the schools to national issues as that of 
the Bricker Amendment, has taken a stand 
on the radical side. Ample evidence con- 
cerning collectivist infiltration of the Scars- 
dale school s^rstein had been offered by 
the Scarsdale CiUiens Committee. (See 
The Truth About The Scarsdale Story,- Na- 
tional Repubuc, March, 1954). Never- 
theless, according to the New York Times 
of April 9, 1952, the board of directors 
"and the members'' of the League, sup- 
ported the boards and staffs "in' their ef-

a An editorial Sn 'the Cineinnati'Tirnes~Star 
o( November 10,- 1952, criticized the Cin- 
^cinnati League of Women Voters for bav- 
? ing backed a Constitutional convention for 
Ohk>. "It so happens," the' editorial said, 
"that most Cincinnatians disagreed on this 
issue. More to the point' than that out-' 
come is an argument we have heard. When 
citizens contribute to the support of the 
League they have no way of knowing what 
stands St will take on' controversial ques- 
tions in the' following year." 

Actually, a great many members of the 
League don't know either. When the 
League of Women Voters opposed the 
Bricker Amendment,- there was an outburst 
of protest from members in Bricker's home 
state. Marion H. Roller, in the Cincinnati 
Enquirer of February 2,, 1954, took the 
local -board of the League to task for op- 
posing the Amendment without first poll- 
ing the members. Daisy Mofrell McWhort- 
er, in the Cleveland Plain Dealer of Sun- 
day, February 14, 1954, pointed out that 
on January 19, 1954, the Ohio President 
complained in' a letter to local presidents 
that "only very incomplete records" of 
opinion on' the Bricker Amendment had 
been sent- Yet one day later, on January 

20, 1954, the Cleveland" Plain Dealer re- 
ported: W A letter opposing the Bricker 
Amendment went out from the Ohio 
League of Women Voters yesterday." But 
the national president of the league notified 
President Eisenhower as early as January 
13 that the entire league was against the 
Bricker Amendment. 

Protests in the press showed that the 
members of many of the largest locals were 
not even consulted. Mrs. McWhorter 
showed that in' Shaker Heights less than 
ten per cent of the more than 700 members 
were asked their opinions* At Cleveland 
Heights, with a membership of 327, there 
was no poll. The Cincinnati League de- 
clared against the Amendment on January 
27 (two weeks after the national announce- 
ment). Three weeks later, according to 
James Rati iff in the Enquirer of February 

21, the Cincinnati League called for its 
member units {or the first time to study 
the Amendment. "It's always this way," a 
Westwood lady who had been a member 
for 15 years, (old the Enquirer. 'Hie 
board does not consult the members first. 
They've done everything in reverse from 
the time I can remember." 

Shall we be surprised that there has 
been much protesting from members who 
refuse to be steamrollered into 1 "heiling" 
radical decisions of quasi-dictatorial 
boards? The author has for some time 
received significant letters from members 
and ex-membcrs who have welcomed the 
rebellion of -the Pittsburgh League which 
refused to march in the rhythm of the 
"drum beaten in Washington/' and which 
therefore promptly was expelled. The brave 
example of Mrs. Templeton; Smith, of 
the Alleghany County unit, who would not 
yield to thought slavery, may well have Its 
reverberations throughout the country. 

Any intimidation on the part of the 
League of Women Voters will not detract 
Americans, On the contrary,- it will make 
them smile; for it surely indicates that the 
ringleaders di the leftists within it are at 
last worrying, Let them worry, the more 
the better. American women have a job 
to do; for, we must regain our lost Con- 
stitutional rights aid our faith in self-re- 
liance.

"LAWSON opened the meeting by a pitch for TINGLOFF and 
RICHARDSON. He was asked if there was any recommendation, for Mayor. 
It seems there is ho one worth supporting, There was then some 
discussion of the gifts and the car which Mayor POULSON is supposed 
to have received-this led to a harange of the corruption of government 
on all levels and the tie irt with the gangsters, officials of any 
city could get rid of gangsters if they so desired-but why-? it pays 
them better to keep them around. 

"DAVE BECK and the 5th amendment-discussion of the 5th 
amend. EISENHOWER'S remark about the fact that BECK probably knew 
a great deal that he did not intend to disclose, hence his taking 
the 5th amendment. .There was criticism of « IKE' as a President for 
this inference of guilt indicated by his taking of the 5th amend. 
LAWSON said it was one thing for us as citizens to assume guilt but 
quite another for the Pres. to say so. He also said the Calif. ,bar 
association has taken a firm stand against investigative hearings 
and this will fortunately be reflected in the Supreme Court decisions 
pending. 

"EISENHOWER and his gOlf -LAWSON did not want to be too 
critical of the Pres. and his golf but he did resent the Pres. 
playing when decisive issues were at stake. HOWEVER THE PRESIDENTS 
HEALTH. MUST BE CONSIDERED AND THIS IS MOST IMPORTANT BECAUSE 
, HEAVEN'S KNOWS THEY WOULD NOT WANT NIXON. This is an interesting 
thing- they are very careful that their critism of the Pres. goes 
only so far. I'm sure this does not stem rrora any patriotic 
respect of the Pres., but rather from an ssumption that EISENHOWER* s 
tendency is to listen more readily to Liberals, than say NIXON or 
DULLES, or HUMPHREYS, MC CARTHY, or JENNER. They are very smug ; 
In their feeling that the Liberals will do their work for them— this 
Is expressed in such ways as the following comments that are made 
from time to time- 'so and so is doing a commendable Job for the 
U.S.' and 'we must recognize this,' 'or 'even 'though we do not entirely 
agree with so and so's views he is working for the people,' or 
'so and so is serving a useful purpose for the U.S. ' NIXON as a 
Liberal nauseates LAWSON. 
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"Russia's warning to Sweeden and Noway about not 
allotting bases for military use to be established in their 
countries shows that pressure has been brought to bear on these 
countries by the U.Si It was LAWSON's opinion and some of the 
group, that because of their close proximaty to Russia and because 
of the internal strife (democratic forces and socialist forces) 
both countries will make decisions with Russia rather than against 
her*

"What Russia does is very important to these, people (the 
group at the meetings). It seems strange that at the first few 
meetings it was China who seemed to be example of the GREAT 
©tJNTRY now the switch seems to be back to Russia. 

"LAWSON Just made on statement that he sharply crltlzed 
policy in Poland. He did not elaborate. 

"LAWSON, in. answer to a question as to why the mild 
socialism which has not stood up against Communism shouE still 
be tried in the non-Communist countries, said- 'Of course we 
must remember that Communism so far has only been .successful in 
the backward countries. In the capitalist nations the power of 
money and the few who control it and poetical power pose a very 
definite threat to Communism. In these countries it is a long 
struggle to combat this power aid much intensive education is needed. ' 

"Lecture - Subject: The Question of Women 

"To explain the manner and treatment given to women in 
the United States LAWSON gave a review of 'Baby Doll. 1 It was 
cleverly and nastily done* 'Baby Doll' was not, according to 
LAWSON, a progressive film, as many of the left were inclined to 
think. Progressive films might do the sax-but it would be 
glorified by realism and the tragedy of struggle. His opinion was 
that the picture was a phoney, disgusting, exploitation of women 
and sex. He was oerturbed because the audience was left to assume 
that the sex act was not consumated. Now, according to LAWSON, 
had they been able to pass the censures with an admission that the 
girl was a teen ager and had they brought in more of the environ-- 
ment and the struggle of class and human relations the picture 
might have had pofinfc of a point. Neither LAWSON or the group 
resented the play on sex-this could be played to the hilt providing 
it had some 'moral aspect' such a3 showing the tragedy of the 
struggle in the South of classes. I interpreted his remarks to mean 
that actually a thing is not morally right or morally wrong if it 
has a social relation ar a human relation aspect. 
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"Two members did not agree with his review-one was well 
versed in psychology and psychiatry (I have a hunch that she is ( 
either in the County welfare or human relations field or a teacher}- 
her diction was perfect, her voice soft and well modulated, I have, 
not seen her before). It was her opinion that TENNESEE WIL LI AMS 
had intent to show the extension of the girl hatred of her father 
reflected in her hatred of her husband who according to Freudian 
theory became her father in her mind* She then went into the 
similarity of this theme to the ancient Greek plays. She and 
LAWSON disagreed because she said the Greeks used the theory of 
Freud long before Freud was bom, 

"LAWSON summed up his review by stating that the emphasis 
on women as a sex toy-a downtrodden thing who could be bought and 
sold for jewels is the treatment portrayed of women in America. 
They do not have equal rights-in love-in business - in homes. 

"LAWSON and some of the group expressed resentment that 
the greedy producers were so concerned with making money that they 
did not put on shows of the reality of life - its culture and its 
beauty as expressed by great love - in or out of marriage - the 
fulfillment of the sex act, also in or out of marriage the tragedy , 
of women afcd their struggle to be equal. I did not see »Baby Doll 
but I am quite sure that it could not have been more revolting 
and filthy than what I heard tonight under the guise of culture, 
human relations, and psychiatry. WEBSTER gives the definition of 
culture as 'The training of refining of the moral or intellectual 
faculties. 4 

"There will be another series of these meetings continuing 
on Wednesdays after the one next week which is the last of this 
series. The new ones will deal with education, films, books and 
magazines.

I I ROOSEVELT', and WRIGHT. | [ had been im possible 

to contact, although many attempts wer5~naGe. I I made an 

excellent impression in his interview, and since the post of 
County Supervisor is non-partisan, those present who live in his 
District should support his campaign. 

The WLA delegates had great difficulty in securing an 
interview with JAMES ROOSEVELT. His Secretary felt WLA had already 
had considerable delineation of his views. Earlier a letter had 
been sent from the Chapter stating their belief in necessity of 
abolishing the HCUA, and ROOSEVELT replied he was in substantial, 
agreement with this recommendation. A. brief interview was secured 
shortly before the meeting and his stand on civil rights, the 
need for federal school aid and Social Security benefits increased, 
and wider coverage was considered good. 

The interview with CRISPUS WRIGHT, Negro opponent for 
JAMES ROOSEVELT'S seat in Congress, occupied the meeting's major 
time and interest. The* amazing thing about WRIGHT was his almost 
identical stand with ROOSEVELT on all major issues. There Was 
extra emphasis on the need to have the large Negro segment of 
the Southern California voting public represented in Congress 
for the first time and emphasis on civil rights in all aspects. 
He was described as a dynamic speaker who draws on his lifetime 
acquaintance with the District's problems, which gives his remarks 
a warmer, more realistic approach than that expressed by his 
opponent.; 

Discussion of Propositions 16, 17, and 18 was guarded 
by the League of Women Voters leaflet. Proposition 16 was given 
favorable verdicts by individuals because of their interest in 
Jewish schools largely.

Chief IVAN ROBINSON, NA, Downey Police Department, 
called at 3:40 p.m., '12/1/61. 

He stated that citizens of Downey, headed by the 
Mayor and' City Council, had set up an "American Heritage 
Book Shelf " in the Downey City Library, in which have been 
placed books on American history, and they have had programs 
in which "Masters of Deceit" has been utilized as a text 
book as a means of taking a positive approach to the problem 
of communism by fostering the teaching of the American 
heritage to our people. 

He said that the money for these books has been 
donated by citizens of Downey and that there has been a 
protest by the League of Women Voters who are bringing 
pressure to bear toado away with this book shelf. 

The reason the League Us utilizing for; doing away 
with the book shelf Ms that it does not comply with the 
Dewey Decimal System of cataloguing library books, which 
system apparently holds that books of any type should not 
be highlighted but should be catalogued similarly in all 
Instances.
